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SADLER’S WELLS, 
Tue proprietor, Mr R. Edgar, has been 
giving a great variety of performances this 
week, and has engaged a Mr Morton 'Travares, 
from India, his first appearance in England, 
which took place on Tuesday, the 23rd inst., 
was in the part of Richelieu. He has since 
appeared in the characters of Shylock and lago 
with complete success. In person Mr Travares 
is about five feet eight inches, with a well 
proportioned figure, rather dark complexion, 
and expressive and intellectual features. His 
voice is not powerfal but harmonious, and his 
delivery clear and distinct, with rather a redun- 
danting of action. His conception of the above 
characters were good, and be was weil up in 
the text. He has a fault of speaking in too 
hurried a manner, and sometimes in the other 
extreme being too prosy, indeed, he is not what 
is termed an even actor—this we conceive is for 
want of more practice. His best effort was 
decidedly that of Richelieu, although there was 
a want of dignity observable. With more 
practice he will be an acquisition to the London 
boards. Mr E. Phelps is filling a round of 
characters which will enhance his value in the 
provinces, much improvement having decidedly 
been gained of late. Mr Richard Edgar is pro- 
gressing in the right direction as a comedian in 
the réle of. Shakspearian characters. He has 
made rapid and successful strides, and has 
shown considerable versatile and original ability 
in the characters of Launcelot Gobbo, Roderigo, 
and Robin Ruff Head in * Fortane’s Frolic,” 
and bas become a decided public favourite. Mr 
Newbound is also a promising and useful actor, 
and improves in every fresh part he assumes. 
Mrs Eburn is very clever and painstaking, and 
does justice to the many and difficult characters 
she has appeared in of late. ‘The company com- 
prises many others which are old favourites of 
the public. We hear the pantomime is to be of 
local interest, and many novelties are in prepa- 
ration for Christmas.

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ST. GEORGE'S THEATRE. 
Mr T. E. Evans, stage-manager of this con- 
venient playhouse, gave his annual entertain- 
ment on the 24th inst., the first piece in the 
programme being the once-admired little drama 
of * Monsieur Jacques.” With our recollections 
of Morris’ Barnett as the hero it is not surprising 
that we did not witness its representation with 
the lively satisfaction that we were wont in our 
younger days. Mr Evans is a good actor, 
thoroughly at home on the stage, and equal to 
any demands that may be made on his abilities, 
but he isnot a Frenchman. Cleverly as he 
depicted the varying emotions of the poor old 
broken-hearted musician, we felt that instead of 
listening to a Frenchman speaking broken 
English, we were witnessing the feeble attempt 
of an Englishman trying to, speak his own 
vernacular with a foreign accent. ‘The humorous 
portions of the piece were appreciated, but the 
audience sympathised little with the jejune 
jeremiads of the superannuated, half-starved 
musician. Miss Evans played his daughter with 
gentleness, and sang a romance as well as her 
vocal powers would permit. A solo on the 
cornet-a-piston, and another on the harp (the 
latter encored) by two ab!e excutauts preluded 
the great drama of the evening, the never-dying 
“Corsican Brothers.” The béneficiare of course 
played the twiu-heroes, and as Louis reminded 
us in manner, walk, and geveral appearance of 
poor Charles Kean. We thought him too stilted 
attimes as Fabian; a little more buoyancy 
would have improved the personation, meri- 
torious in other respects. Mr Clementson as 
Chateau Renaud looked sinister and vindictive, 
and the Messrs Lewis were gentlemanly as 
Montgiron and Martelli. Mr Griffiths is blessed 
with a fine stage voice, and does not forget to 
use it with emphasis, As Orlando he thundered 
very appropriately, contrasting well with the 
quaint buffoonery of Coloma. Miss A, De Nado 
was Emilie; she was earnest, and did all that 
was required for the part. Miss Hallas Estelle 
was fortunate in *‘ bringing down the house” 
by the ready and natural manper in which she 
chaffed Chateau Renaud, when she said, ‘ You're 
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done, my dear; regularly diddled.” It is sur- 
prising how @ little impromptu of this descrip- 
tion will hit the public more than the most 
laboured impersonation of a finished actor, 
Mrs Purdy aud Miss Rose Lester were the 
respective representativesof Madame dei Franchi 
and Coralie, and Miss Temple was the prettiest 
and simplest of Marie’s imaginable. 

The tableaux were effective, the band well 
up to their work, and the ball-room with its 
glowing candelabras did credit to the scenic 
artist. By the way, the act-drop is very 
beautifully painted. The concluding piece was 
** Delicate Ground,” which we did not see owing 
to the extreme lateness of the hour. Muss Hall 
was set down for Pauline. The house was well 
attended, 





Tue following critique of the same entertain- 
ment has been forwarded by a correspondent :— 

This elegant place of entertainment (after a long 
interval from dramatic performances) opened on 
Wednesday last, having undergone considerable 
improvement in the stage department. It appears 
to have been much enlarged, both in length and 
breadth, and provided with some beautiful scenery 
and appointments. These alterations have been 
carried out under the personal superintendance of 
Mr T. E. Evans, the stage director; a gentleman 
highly qualified for the position, and much res- 
pected in the profession. Indeed in every respect 
the theatre stands unequalled for dramatic enter- 
tainment. 

The performance commenced with the musical 
drama of “ Monsieur Jacques,” which character 
was played by Mr T. E. Evans with much pathos 
and great care. The part of Nina was played by 
his daughter, Miss Caroline Evans, who haviog 
only just recovered from a severe illness, was 
consequently somewhat weak in her vocal power, 
but, nevertheless, she sustained the part with all 
her charmiog and natural gracefulness, contribu- 
ting much to the success of the piece. The 
characters of Veved, Sequence, and Antonio, were 
ably rendered by Messrs E.Webster,Griffiths, and 
Young. 

Then followed the piece-de-resistance, the 
“Corsican Brothers,” which doubtless was chosen 
te show what had and could be done on the new 
stage, and, we are bound to say, it was a great 
success. The ;‘I'win Brothers were repre- 
sented by Mr &T. E, Evans, whose 
masterly representations is unnecessary for us to 
comment upon; his admirable rendering of these 
parts (which he has made his own) being so_ well 
known and appreciated by the public. The 
character of M. Chateau Revaud was very well 
sustaived by Mr Clementson. Messrs Lewis, 
Daly, Edwards, Chester, and Griffiths did fair 
justice to the parts entrusted to them, as also did 
Mrs Purdy and Miss De Nado in the characters 
of Madam dei Franchi and Emilie de Lesparre. 
Great credit is due to Mr T. KE. Evans for the 
manner in which this piece was placed upon the 
stage. The scenes were beautiful, especially the 
Saloon in the Grand Opera of Paris illuminated 
for Bal Masque, which drew forth expressions of 
delight from a full and fashionable audience. 

The entertainment concluded with the petite 
comedy of ‘“‘ Delicate Ground,” in which Mr R.

with great spirit. Miss Hall was the Pauline, 
which she creditably sustained, but we think she 
was Overweighted in the part.

CITY MUSICAL AND DRAMATIC SOCIETY, 

ALBION WALL, LONDON WALL. 

Tue dramatic class of this institution gave a 
performance on Friday evening, the 19th inst., 
when the hall was completely filled by a very 
select audience, ‘The first piece, “ Raising the 
Wind,” is not @ particularly good one, but was 
quite successful, the performers being perfect 
in their parts, and playing it briskly throughout. 
Mr Frank Bowden looked the adventurer Jeremy 
Diddler to the life,and played with much vivacity 
and effect. Mr Mortlock as the countryman 
Sam was very humorous in his acting, but 
spoke somewhat indistinctly. The Fop, Fain- 
would, was taken by Mr Morris, who made-up 
well for the part, but was rather too noisy at 
times. Mr Bacon, who took the part of Plain- 
way, has the not too common merit of speaking 
every word plainly. Miss Johnson played 
Peggy in a lively and intelligent manner, and 
the unthankful character of Miss Darable was 
fairly sustained by Miss Calvert. 

This was followed by the favourite little 
comedy of “ Perfection,” in which Miss Bohn 
and Mr Chadwick as Kate O’Brien (with the 
songs) and Charles Paragon carried off the 
honours, playing with considerable animation, 
and making every point tell. Mr Bacon was a 
very good Sir Lawrence Paragon, and con- 
tributed much to the success of the piece. The 
lady’s lady and gentleman’s gentleman were well 
acted by Miss Johnson and Mr Davis, the lady 
looking ber smart character admirably. 

The performance concluded at the reasonable 
hour of eleven, with the second act of ‘The 
Critic.” ‘This is now by common consent treated 
as a farce, and filled with the most extravagant 
incidents. The frequent mistakes of the actors, 
with their corrections by Mr Paff (piayed by 
Mr F. M. Wenborn, the manager of the society), 
somewhat perplexed the audience, who seemed 
doubtful whether they were witnessing the 
performance of a rebearsal or the rehearsal of a 
performance. Mr Caseley and Mr Eastes as 
Sir Walter and Sir Christopher were very good, 
and the remainder of the characters were fairly 
rendered, Messrs Morris and Bevington causing 
great laughter by the fury of their combat and 
their friendly parting afterwards. The class 
labours under the disadvantage of a very small 
platform and the absence of any scenic aid. 
These facts, and tbat of the majority of the 
members being beginners, render the perform- 
ance in question a fair subject of congratulation 
to the society. 

A very clever and appropriate prologue was 
written by the manager, Mr Wenborn, and 
delivered by Mr J. H. Caseley with good 
emphasis, which we are sorry we have not 
space for, which seemed to give great delight to 
the audience,

As the years steal away, and we finda new 
generation growing up, we look back wistfully 
to the past. We discover that the young 





consider us fogies; and do not believe in our 
judgment. Nevertheless, there were books 
written, and things uttered of yore, not sur- 
passed now. Goethe, I suspect, was a greater 
poet than Swinburne; and Goethe himself 


could not have Swritten “The Iliad’? or 
‘*Hamlet.” Therefore, it is a mistake to 
imagine that genius progresses. I have not 
the slightest doubt that Garrick was a greater 
actor than Henderson, as Henderson was a 
superior performer to Young, and Young to 
Phelps. As for our present writers for the 
stage, there is hardly one worthy of the name 
of a dramatist ;—skilled alike in constructive 
capacity, and also a poet of imagination! 
Certain of the unacted dramatic poets (Brown- 
ing may be called one), few have surpassed 
in some respects; but the ‘* Cenci” is the one 
great unacted drama of this century ;—and it 
is unactable ! 

My esteemed and lamented friend John 
Watkins wrote gems sometimes (but he was 
unequal and unpolished), some of them so 
charming that they ought to be collected into 
a small volume. ‘There is hardly a more 
beautiful image anywhere than in_ his 
*‘ Griselda” (alluding to Aurora) :— 

The early modest maid 
Who throws aside the curtains of the sun, 
Then blushing flies his gaze. 

In his “ Runnymede,” there is a line of 
remarkable power and true ring, viz. :— 
Time, ~ world’s tongue, that | makes the globe its 

ell: 





Alas, poor Watkins! He began as an hot- 
headed Chartist, was imprisoned for a short 
time, wrote plays, to publish which compelled 
him to live obscurely, married Ebenezer 
Elliott’s daughter—and died, disappointed, and 
full of care and anxiety, when he was little 
more than forty. 

—Hereafter, in a better world than this, 
may we mect—and shake hands. 

It is satisfactory to know that the sham of 
Boucicault’s mediocre plays is found out. 
Every sham ¢s at last. Louis Napoleon is not 
considered a wonder now, as he was. Possi- 
bly, it will be discovered that he was not 
much more than Louis Phillipe, by a new era. 
We may hope for a good many things that 
have been withheld from the past. We may 
hope that translations from the French will be 
abolished on our stage, and that we shall not 
always incur the reproach of baeely stealing 
from witers of no talent ard ro noble principle! 
While we do this, there will be no dramatic 
reformation, Even in small things, Providence 
vindicates rights, and for plagiarism and 
rapacity, brings discredit on the institutions of 
a nation so sordid. Suppose we turned pick- 
pockets, because we did not choose to buy 
handkerchiefs, —should we not be pointed out 
as a paltry and degraded nation? Who can 
deny that the analogy is true ? 

The indescribable rubbish of the penny 
press—with its literature for the shop-boys— 
unutterable indelicacies, and remarkable 
twaddle about murders, &c., we sometimes 
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find dramatized, especially at the East-ena, 
for the delectation of incipient ruffians and 
loose girls. Music-halls, no doubt, dish up 
abominations, and send forward shameless 
nudities to disgust people of taste and refine- 
ment, and they should not be tolerated; but 
the literature of murder, polygamy, and 
robbery must be characterized as still more 
demoralizing than these exhibitions. Let us 
believe such things cannot long endure or be 
endured. Posture-making and dangerous and 
useless rope-adventures must nearly have had 
their day. The very monkeys may be taught 
to excel Blondin. Men with brains in their 
heads and hearts in their bosoms are reluctant 
to take children to places of so-called amuse- 
ment, which afford an handle to the ‘ Poa- 
ruMs”’ to denounce the stage ;—the stage 
which ought to be “abreast or ahead of life!”

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ANnoTHER THEATRE.—A company has been 
formed with the object of purchasing the free- 
hold known as Saville House situated on the 
north side of Leicester Square, with the houses 
in Lisle Street, abutting on the same, which 
has been done. The property says the ‘* Build- 
ing News ” comprises about half an acre of 
land, and has a total frontage of 149ft. in 
Leicester Square, Lisle Street, and Leicester 
Place. Upon the above site will be erected a 
large theatre and winter garden and restaurant. 
The whole will be carried out in the most com- 
plete manner in accordance with the designs 
of the architect, Mr E.C. Robins, of South- 
awpton Street, Strand. The auditorium will 
enable about 6,000 people to see and hear the 
dramatic and lyrical performances, and the 
grand spectacular effects which are in contem- 
plation ; all of which will be represented on a 
stage ten feet deeper than that of Drury Lane 
Theatre, fitted with the most recent scientific 
appliances. Separate staircases will be pro- 
vided for each of the four tiers, and numerous 
wide doors for free egress and ingress to them, 
and the winter garden and promenade on the 
ground floor, which will be stocked with plants 
and flowers, and adorned with fountains and 
statuary. ‘The dress circle and private boxes 
will be entered from Leicester Place. Spa- 
cious saloons will be provided at the level of 
each tier, and recesses for bazaar and refresh- 
ment stalls. ‘Towards Leicester Square will 
be a restaurant, billiard, and mercantile club 
rooms. An open piazza will extend along the 
front towards Leicester Square, affording 
shelter for several hundred peopie. 


Tue Ovrraces at Hiensury.—Mr Gio- 
vannelli, who has for ten years conducted his 
establishment in a very praiseworthy manner, 
has addressed a letter to the Prince of Wales, 
president of Bartholomew’s, on the subject of 
the recent disturbances in Islington. The fol- 
lowing are the main portions of the memorial : 
—‘ I merely crave permission to state a few 
facts bearing ou the case. It seems that on 
the 5th inst., late at night, a number of 
medical students paraded southward from 
Highbury in a body, ringing and breaking 
bells, wrenching door-knockers, and smashing 
windows on their way. On the Sth of Nov- 
ember last year, a party, numbering some 
eighteen or twenty young men, endeavoured 
to create a disturbance in my grounds, and, 
failing in the attempt, managed to destroy 
statuary and other property to a vastextent,. 
Hearing that a number of them were students 
at St. Bartholomew’s Hospital, I attended 
there, and by the courtesy of Mr Foster White 
(the treasurer) I was enabled to identify two 
of the party, who were expelled the hospital 
by the authorities. This year I decided to 


use my best,exertions to prevent a repetition of 








the disturbance, and, accordingly, when I 
discovered that a similar set had obtained ad- 
mission (by the stratagem of coming singly or 
in twos, carrying weapons concealed by their 
coat sleeves) I hastened to use my authority, 
first to have them disarmed of their clubs, 
dagger-sticks and sword-staves (specimens 
being in the hand of my solicitors), and after- 
wards,ffinding that they threatened to be un- 
ruly, induced them by pacific measures to 
leave the grounds. Then, evidently annoyed 
at being disappointed in their destructive de- 
sires, they marched on their way, leaving the 
track marked by the results of violence and 
dastardly depredation. They were seen to 
pass through Islington and Clerkenwell to the 
vicinity of St. Bartholomew’s. Besides, 
while in my grounds, an abbreviation of the 
name of that hospital formed their rallying 
ery. Ihave since waited upon Mr Foster 
White, and he has again, in the kindest man- 
ner, expressed his sympathy with me, and 
has offered me every opportunity of identifying 
the culprits.” 


Penattresror Ustne Tosacco.—AFrench 
paper remarks that tobacco has its martyrs, 
Abbas I., seventh Shah ‘of Persia, had the 
lips cut off o! those who smoked, and the 
noses of those who took snuff. Michael Fede- 
rowitz, Czar of Russia, also executed without 
trial his subjects who were guilty of the 
practice. Mahomet IV. had ahole bored in 
the nose of his culprits, and a pipe introduced 
across the face. The Parliament of Paris pro- 
scribed tobacco. Urban VII. and UrbanVIII. 
excommunicated it, as had formerly been done 
with pigs who had eaten children, caterpillars 
and cockchafers who had had the audacity to 
devour the vegetation. Queen Elizabeth of 
Spain authorised the confiscation, for the ben- 
efit of the church, of all snuff boxes. Riche- 
lieu did better than that—he puta tax upon 
them.

Next 
day he reported the circumstance to the 
Orown Prosecutor, who in his turn communi- 
cated it to the Governor of the town. The 
latter than simply requested the Director of 
Police, in a polite letter, to return the stolen 
plate.
